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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Attorney Mark Neblett on April 1, 2005. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims: 

On Claim 14, lines 10 and 11, please delete "wherein the barrier layer is weakenable by a 
contactless inscription process after the barrier layer has been arranged on the 
carrier layer,". Please insert -wherein the barrier layer is comprised of a material 
which is weakenable after the barrier layer has been arranged on the carrier layer,-. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of record 
discloses a security film and a method of inscribing a security film that is adhesively bonded to a 
substrate; wherein the method comprises bonding a security film to a substrate, wherein the film 
comprises a carrier layer containing an identification medium and a barrier layer arranged between 
the carrier layer and the substrate; and wherein the film is inscribed and is weakenable by a 
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contactless process after the barrier layer has been arranged on the carrier layer and allow 
selective diffusion of the identification medium from the film to the substrate; wherein the 
diffusion properties of the identification medium are changed. 

The Gosselin reference is the closest reference to applicant's invention. However, the 
Gosselin reference does not disclose wherein the barrier layer is weakenable after it has been 
arranged on the carrier, and therefore, "cannot be changed on a as-need basis in a production 
environment". The Gosselin reference discloses wherein the barrier layer is inscribed before it is 
placed between substrate and carrier layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
